crew have been taken off. 


The warship Minoutaur and Mon- 


mouth of the British squadron, which 
anchored yesterday near the wreck 
to render any 
assistance 
possible, 


were obliged to put to sea last night 
owing to the heavy weather which 
prevails. 


The accident occurred during full 


speed trials of the vessel and the 
cruiser was evidently 
badly holed, 


since the deaths are stated officially 
to be due to "the Inrush of water." 


Tho scene of the wreck Is the Sam- 


arang rocks, a group of rocks about 
two miles to the west of Barlow is- 
land, which is off the southwestern 
point of Queipart island. Many sunk- 
en rocks are charted in this vicinity 
and the navigation in the passage 
between Barlow island and Giffard Is- 
land, its neighbor, is not recommend- 
ed for this season.
